ANKARA, Turkey (UPI) - Iranian 
President Mohammed All Rajai and 
Prime Minister Mohammed Javad 
Bahonar were killed Sunday. 

They died in a bomb blast that 
ripped through the prime minister's 
office, the official Tehran radio said. 

Tehran radio they "were killed by 
fifth columnists antTagents of imperi- 
alism." 

Funeral services for Rajai and 
Bahonar will begin in Tehran this 
morning in accordance with Islamic < 
custom which requires the burial of a 
believer within 24 hours of his death, 
theradiosaid. 

The official Pars news agency said 
at least five other people were killed 
•and 15 others wounded in the "power- 
ful explosion" and a raging fire that 
followed. 

An emergency Cablnel meeting 
chaired by -the speaker of Iran's 
parliament (Majlis). Hashemi 
Rafsanjani, adopted a resolution 
condemning (he attack as "a last 
ditch effort by American 
mercenaries." 

The blast was the. second in less 
than three months' to kill leading 
members of the country 's-lslamic 
fundamentalist leadership. 

Rajai and Bohanar had assumed 
power only two months ago. shortly 
after Iran's leadership was devas- 
tated by a bomb explosion June 28 at 
the headquarters of the ruling Islamic 
-Republiean-party-whtch-KI!led-7r" 
persons including Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini's closest aide, Ayatollah 
Beheshti. 

A revolutionary guard who was at 
the scene of Sunday's blast 15 minutes 
after the explosion said in a telephone

interview that "Mr. Rajai was carried 
out on a stretcher." The Times or 
London reported both ho had lost both 
his logs. 

"The room where the bomb 
exploded was completely demolished. 
No door or windows left. When I 
arrived the flames were very fierce. 
Fire was spreading to other parts of 
the building." '

Chief government spokesman 
Bchzad Nabavi, who was in the build- 
ing at the time, said several of the "10 
to 15" people in the bombed room 



were rushed to hospitals with

them." 

The attack was the most serious 
against Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho : ' 
meinl's Islamic regime since 74 
. members of the ruling Islamic Re- 
publican Party were killed'ln the June 
2fl bombing of their Tehran head- 
quarters. The government accused 
the leftist Mojahidecn Khalq guerrilla 
group for setting the explosion. 

A -statement issued by the Mojahi- 
deen's exile headquarters in France 
said the latest bombing was a "very 
natural response of the Iranian people 
to the crimes of Khomeini and to the 
executions of the Mojahideen." 

A Mojahidcen-lcd insurgeny against 
the Islamic regrhTe has intensified 
since Iran's mullahs succeeded in 
ousting Prosidenl Abolhassan Bani- 
Sadr June 22 and the Islamic has 
responded by executing up to 600 
opponents since then. 

Bani-Sadr, now leading an opposi- 
tion campaign from exile in Paris, 
said last week In an Interview with the ■ 
New York Times that his followers 
could topple Khomeini's regime by 
killing five men, Including Rajai, 
Bohonarand Rafsanjani.

The Forest Service assigned 
1,300 men to the fire, which was 
believed to have been man-caused. 

Oregon's. other large blaze was the 



3,120-acre Sucker Spring fire involv- 
ing Wincma National-Forest 15 miles 
north of Klamath Falls. Crews had 
made considerable progress early 
Sunday but increasing winds fanned 
the blaze later in the day. 
"■■California firefighters managed 
Saturday a/lernon to encircle a 1,700 
brushfire started by children playing 
with matches in San Bernardino Na- 
tional Forest. 

That state also had the Rock Creek 
fire, which was caused by an aban- 
doned and illegal campfirc, east of 
Fresno near Dinkey. To contain it, 750 
men were muslered Sunday.

"In Reagan's lax plan thov rc Irv- 
ing to put the tax structure on more 
equitable standards." said Twin Fails 
accountant Steven Crea. "Substantial " 
tax cuts arc there for those who pay. 
but for those who don't pav or try io 
get away wilh false filings", the fines 
are going to be a lot stiffcr." 

Fines for failure lo file with the IRS 
or for intentionally lieing on tax 
returns have been hiked in part t(u 
cover the increasing cosls of catching 
and prosecuting offenders. Crea said. 
IRS officials hope the harsher 
treatment may also serve as a deter- 
rent. 

Meanwhile, interest rales charged 
on deferred or late payments will be 
brought in line with prime lending 
rates to discourage people from de- 



fcrring their tax payments as a means 
of borrowing money. 

"Under the old tax structure, inter- 
est rates were charged at 90 percent 
of the adjusted prime rate charged by 
banks during the month of Sep- 
tember," explained Crea. "For the 
last two years this has amounted to 
about 12 percent, which is a lot lower 
than interest roles charged by banks 
and other lenders." - 

Consequently, it was often in a 
person's or business" fnlerest to defer 
using those monies 'for 
investment purposes unlil Hie late 
payment was due and Ihen paying the 
low rate of interest, according to 
Crea. 

. "It's much cheaper in many cases 
then borrowing money from a bank 
and it's good business, especially with ■ 
regular interest rates hovering 
around 18 and 19 percent," Crea said. 
"I couldn't say for sure it's a pre- 



dominant practice in our area, but a 
lotofpeopledolt." 

Under the new law, deferred tax 
payment interest will be set annually 
at 100 percent of the predominant 
prime rate of the previous September. 
' "I anticipate this to stay around 20 
to 20'/t percent for the next 30 to 35 
days, so that will put the tax payment 
interest rate at that level," Crea said. 

There is one benefit to the taxpayer 
regarding this change. If the IRS fails 
to complete a prompt tax 'refund 
(usually within about 45 days of pro- 
cessing) 11 must pay the taxpayer- 
late-payment Interest at the new high 
rate as well. 

'Civil and criminal penalties for 
filing a false W-4 form (the form an 
employer uses to gather information 
about an employee) have been in- 
creased significantly.

Tight money 

Economic advisers differ on how much squeeze quells inflation 



WASHINGTON tUPU - Top economic advisers 
to President Reagan and former President Carter 
agreed Sunday tight money will help choke off 
. inflation, but they differed on how much pressure to 
apply to the fiscal tourniquet. 

At the same time, chairman Paul Volcker of fhe 
Federal Reserve Board gave no hint the notion's 
central bank will ease interest rates or increase the 
amount of cash flowing through the nation's 
economic bloodstream. 

Murray Weldenbaum, chairman of Reagan's 
Council of Economic Advisers, said he believes 
"the Federal Reserve is on target" with its policy 
of high interest rates and enforced monetary 
restraint. i . * 

Charles Schultzc, who served as the head of 
Carter's economic council, conceded, "There's no 
way in the world you're going to pull inflation down 
without some form of tight money and higher 
interest rates than you like.'.' 

All three men said cuts* in defense spending will 
be needed to bring the budget into balance, or at 
least keep the federal deficit from ballooning. 

They appeared in separate television interviews 
— Volcker on ABC's "Issues and Answers," 
Schultze on CBS' "Face the Nation," and Welden- 
baum on NBC's "Meet the Press." 

"We have lo keep restraining the growth of 
money and credit," Volcker said, Wglng Congress 
and the administration to make further budget cuts 



to counterbalance the impact of the massive 
Reagan tax cut. 

Without being specific, both Wofdenbaum and 
Schultze predicted interest rates - the prime is 
hovering near 20 percent — will come down, slowly," 
in the months ahead. 

•But they split over the expected effect of 
Reagan's economic program, and whether Wall 
Street's sharp slump last week was a sign the 
financial world doubts the tax and budget cut 
package will turn around the economy. 

"The Rcagan'program is some good news and is 
some bad news;" Schultze said. "The good news is 
we needed a tax cut; the bad news is the tax cut Is 
too big. And maybe'the other part of the bad news is 
that the economy is not going to perform as well as 
the administration has promised." 

But Weldenbaum - likening the Reagan team to 
a "cleanup crew" following the economic binge of 
the last year of. the Carter presidency — said he 
already sees some positive sighs. 

Repeating that Reagan does not expect a "quick 
fix" from his stern . "economic medicine," he 
dismissed the jitters in financial markets. 

"Look around the world and sec the value of Ihc 
dollar," he said. " 'Sound as a dollar" truly is an 
accurate statement again." 

Weldenbaum cited the classic definition of infla- 
tion — too many dollars chasing too few goods — 
.and said, "vVc are working on both sides of that

equation." High interest rates are "reducing the 
excess dollars," he said, while new tax incentives 
will boost "the supply of goods and services." 

"I think the supply-side tax strategy and the 
monetary restraint . are essential parts of our 
economic policy," Weidenbaum said. 
. However, Schultze said, "There's nothing wrong 
with supply-side economics — except for the fact 
that its consequences or results have been exag- ' 
gerated by a factor of 10." 

Both economists said there is need for additional 
spending restraint - and pointed the budget knife 
clearly at the Pentagon. 

"We'd be better off in this country with some- 
what easier money and a somewhat tighter 
budget," Schultze said. "I think you need ... a 
situation in which the administration would cut' 
back significantly on this massive increase in 
defensespending." 

"Let me assure you, there are no dovc»in Ronald - 
Reagan's administration," .Weidenbaum said,- ad- ; 
ding, however, that defense spending should "be 
subject to the same tough budget restraint that 
civilian spending Is subject to." 

"No part of the budget should be sacrosanct," he 
said. 

Volcker, echoing that view, said, "I find it hard to 
believe there is no room for economies in," the 
defense program,- and that's a big part of the 
budget."

There were no reports of injuries.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Three 
astronomers have determined the 
length of a day on the distant planet 
Neptune is 18,2 hours, plus or minus 24 
minutes, (he National Science -Foun- 
dation reported Sunday. . 

The rotational period of the planet 
previously was known only as 15 or 20 
hours. 

Three researchers at the Kitt Peak 
National Observatory near Tucson. 
Ariz., using infrared radiation to help 
them observe the planet, determined 
Neptune revolves once around its axis- 
every 18.2 hours, give or take 24 
minules. 

The science foundation, which 
supports Kitt Peak, said astronomers 
have needed a bettec moasurcmenl of 
- Neptune's rotation rale to get a better 
understanding of the forces that affect 
its atmosphere. 

"Besides giving them the outside 
perspective of another planet with 
which to\ compare Earth's at- 
mospheric/behavior. knowing Nep- 
tune 's-cotational rate will help un- 
derstand its internal chemical 
make-up and structure." Hie founda-. 
Ilonsaid. . ■'" "

Neptune, 'Tibout .17 Iifi.es more 
massive than Earth, is now the most 
distant known planet in the solar 
system because Pluto's highly ec- 
centric orbit- has taken that planet 
closer to the sun than Neptune. 

Pluto became closer to the Earth 
than Neptune on Jan. 22, 1979, and will 
remain closer until March 14. 1999. 

The Voyager 2 spacecraft, which 
passed Saturn Tuesday, is scheduled 
to be the first spacecraft to explore 
Neptune in 1989, after it passes 
Uranus In 1986. 

Neptune is. at its minimum. 2.678 
billion miles from Earth. The 
bluish-green hue of Neptune, a near 
twin of Uranus, stems from the 
methane in its atmosphere. 

The measurements of Neptune's 
rotational period were made by Drs. 
Michael J. S. Bclton, Lloyd Wallace 
and Sethannc Howard. They made 300 
observations of the planet during a 
seven-week period last year. 
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one-tenth of its gas bill increase.

NEW YORK - The cost of sending a youth to 
college took another big jump this school year.

Overall, college costs are up 13 to 14 percent 
for the new school year — reaching a level that is 
the highest ever and one that is double the 1972 
figure, the board said.

MONTAUK, N.Y. (UPI) - Weary 
treasure-hunting divers were side- 
lined Sunday by an equipment failure 
that halted the search for a fortune 
which sank to the bottom of the sea 
with the luxury liner Andrea Dorla. 

The diving expedition, sponsored by 
department store heir Peter GImbel, 
faces a Monday night deadline when 
financing for theproject runs out. 

"It is terribly frustrating," said 
Gfmbel's wife, Elga Anderson 
Gimbel, in a telephone interview 
Sunday with UPI from the salvaged 
vessel Sea Level 11, 50 miles off the 
coast of Nantucket Island. 

"We are all putting our heads 
together to try and come up With a 
solution," she said. "We are so close 
to accomplishing all we set out to do, 
and we don't want to be beaten by a 
mechanical failure." 

Mrs. Gimbel said a hot-water gen- ■ 
erator vital for deep-sea diving broke' 
down Sunday, preventing a further 
search. A team of mechanics was 
trying to repair it, she said. 

"To say it Is. disappointing Is an 
understatement," she said. 

Lillian Plckard, a spokeswoman for 
Gimbel ashore, said the deadline 
imposed by Gimbel would not* be 
extended despite the snafu. 



"They have to come back," she 
said. "It's only a month's expedition 
and It's costing a hell of a lot of 
money." She said Gimbel, who has 
made it his mission to learn why the 
Andrea Dorla sank, vowed this was 
■ his last salvage attempt. 

The Sea Level 11 is expected to 
arrive in Montauk on Wednesday. 

Until Sunday's breakdown, divers 
worked extended shifts to beat the 
deadline. They were searching for a 
second safe and -for a water-tight 
compartment door that may have 
been ajar when the liner sank in the 
Atlantic Ocean 25 years ago. 

Gimbel and his crew believe the 
second safe may contain a fortune In 
Jewels and currency. Divers located 
one safe Thursday and were keeping 
It immersed In water for fear its 
contents would disintegrate If sea 
water had seeped into, the safe and 
wasallowedtoleakoitt.; . ',; 

Gimbel plans to open the safe on 
live television as part of a filmed 
documentary of the expedition. 

The other goal of the expedition is to 
determine why the "unslnkable" liner 
went down. Gimbel believes one of 
several water-tight compartment 
doors may have been open, sinking 
the ship within 11 hours of Its collision 
with the liner Stockholm.

Salvadoran suspects 
likely to be set free 



SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador 
(UBI) — Six soldiers and two wealthy 
rightists jailed for the assassinations, 
or six* Americans appear to be on the 
• road to freedom because of quirks in 
the Salvadoran legal system. . 

The release of the suspects could 
put. further strains on relations be- 
tween El Salvador and the United 
States, where the murders triggered a 
public outcry against the military- 
civilian junta that rules the Central 
American nation. 

It could also make It harder for 
President- Reagan to provide more 
military aid to the guerrilla-- besieged 
' junta because of congressional de- 
mands the junta punish the Ameri- 
cans' assassins before further mili- 
tary aid reaches El Salvador. 
" U.S. Ambassador DeaneHinton told 
UPI In an exclusive Interview 
Thursday that convictions of six na- 
tional Guardsmen Jailed and accused 
of thqpDecember murders of four 
American women missionaries were 
"not probable." 

"I 'have concluded that It is not 
Impossible that these six fellows will 
be found guilty in a civilian court for 
murder, but it's not probable in my 
Judgement," Hlnton said.

debauchery," Jaruzelskl said, "An 
enemy should not be pushing ithe) .

The federal rules do not. govern 
agricultural chemical manufacturers 
In the Magic Valley because they do 
not produce enough toxic waste on a 
monthly basis. 

But Idaho Is working under federal 
pressure to pass a law that equals 
federal standards. 



The EPA dropped all charges, 
which ranged from the acuta! dump- 
ing to conspiracy to cover up' the act. 
Wizner said the case arose from a 
mistake in the EPA's chemical analy- 
sis of the waste. 

Wes-Con, the only EPA-approved 
site in Idaho, has invested about 
$100,000 in its laboratory, program. 
Scott said. 

Results from Wes-Con's work will 
not be fully understood for about six 
months, but Scott added he expects 
the project to lead to a reduction In the 
need for EPA rules because Wes-Con 
customers would not have to .store 
waste on their property. 

While Wes-Con works on recycling 
some of its stored waste, an energy 
consulting firm In Idaho Falls is 
working on a pilot project that would 
test burning up pther types of waste, 
according to a company offlcal. 

Energy Inc. developed an Jncfnera- 
tion system a year ago to experiment 
on destroying cholorlnated 
hydrocarbon waste, such 'as PCBs, 
said Erik Pedersen, vice president for 
business development.

— Ted Bundy, the 
condemned sex murderer suspected 
of killing as many as 30 women, told 
his cx-girlfrlcnd he was consumed by

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer re- 
ported Sunday ' that Dundy's ex- 
girlfriend said In a book .to be 
published by a Seattle firm In October 
that the handsome former law student 
confessed during a 1978 telephone 
conversation to three murders Jn 

., Washingtonstateand Utah. 

She said he confessed to the killings 
when he telephoned her from Florida 

— afterhis-arrest-in-1978-for the"brutal" 
sex slayings of two Florida State 
University coeds and a 12-year-old 
girl. 

"There Is something the matter 
with me. It wasn't you.- It was me," 
she said Bundy told her. "I "Just 
couldn't contain ft. I've fought it for a 
long, longtime. . . it got too strong. 

She said she was Bundy's girlfriend 



for six years, and she made the claims 
in a book titled, "The Phantom 
Prince: My Life with Ted Bundy." 

The author, who used the 
pseudonym "Elizabeth Kendall," said 
Bundy told her he once tried to kill 
her, too.

Study says 53 deaths preventable 



;- PHILADELPHIA (UPIl - A 
• Temple University study said Sat- 
', urday the doaths of sa high school 
p and college football players of heat 
: stroke In the last 15 years wore 
; easily preventable. 

Dr, Al Palone, a widely known . 
: researcher at Temple's College of s 
: Health, Physical Education, Rec- ,■ 
reatfon and Dance, and Tina 
Wailgum, an athletic trainer, sim- 
ulated football practice under hot 
and humid August conditions In a 
research laboratory. 

They found that linemen, who 
are typically bigger and bulkier 
than other football players, were 
more susceptible to heat stroke 
and should use restraint during 
August practice sessions. 

' "Many times the linemen are - 
driven harder because they cannot 
keep up with the rest of tho team 
during conditioning session," said 
Palone. "Many linemen report to 
practice overweight. The coaches 
push them harder to keep up with 
thootherplayers." 



Palone and Ms. Wtnigum used 
eight Temple football volunteers, 
four Ilnoman whoso weight was 
well pver 200 pounds and four 
backs with an average weight of 
182 pounds, In the study. 

Tho volunteers "worked out" in 
full gear and their skin tompera- 
turo, heart rato, oxygen consump- 
tion, rectal temperature and 
weljpjt was recorded. '- ■ 

In low humidity and comfortable 
temperatures, the linemen 
practiced without problems, said 
Ms, Wailgum. 

She said, however, that serious 
differences occurred between the 
two body types whon tho 
environment simulated a hot, 
humid August day. 

"After the end of the first hour In 
the hot; humid environment the 
linemen's heart rate wbb 133 beats 
per mlnuto to tho backs' 112," said 
Ms.Wailbum. . 

After running sprints [in the 
heavy environment, the linemen's 



heart rate climbed lo 190 beats her 
minute, while the backs' rose to 
178? 

"At tho end of life second sprint, 
the data showed the percentage of 
heat stored by tho linemen was 
double that stored by the backs," 
she said. 

Palone and Ms. Wailgum said 
the -study proved coaches should" 
"go oasy" on players, particularly 
lineman, at the start of practice. " 

"Coaches should allow sufficient 
time for players to drink water 
when there is a break," said Ms. 
Wailgum. "In fad, they should 
force tho players to drink. They 
should also advise players to re- 
move their helmets on a break, 
too." 

Also, coachcB should monitor- 
weight loss during practice and 
insure that any player who has a 
substantial weight loss drink 
enough fluid to restore that weight 
before the next practice session • 
Bhesald. .
